After  having  written  the  history  of  ray  father's  ancestors  and  descen¬ 
dants  I  found  it  equally  important  and  interesting  in  writing  the  history 
of  ray  mother's  relatives,  both  past  and  present„  Since  Louis  and  Lena  Franz 
were  ray  grandparents)  and  having  known  them  very  well  I  take  this  opportunity 
in  writing  about  them  ^nd  their  descendants 0  Grandfather  Louis  Franz  and  I 
were  very  dose  to  each  other ,  and  1  had  the  highest  admiration  for  him, 
chiefly  because  he  tried  to  teach  me  the  wonders  of  nature,  and  above  all, 
he  instilled  in  ray  mind  a  great  love  for  God  and  His  great  and  beloved  son, 
Jesus  Christo  The  Ten  Commandments  were  his  main  code  of  laws  and  ethics 0  It 
was  from  him  that  I  got  my  early  Christian  instruction,, 

Ky  grandfather,  Louis  Franz,  left  his  native  country,  Germany,  just  be¬ 
fore  he  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years <,  According  to  the  conversations 
I  had  with  him  in  person,  he  told  me  that  he  left  Germany  for  two  main  rea¬ 
sons  (1)  to  avoid  going  into  compulsory  military  training  upon  reaching  his 
eighteenth  birthday,  and  (2)  he  wished  to  fulfill  the  requests  of  his  uncle, 
Carl  G„  Sturm,  who  had  previously  come  to  this  country  and  was  living  at 
Industry,  Austin  County,  Texas,  at  that  time*  Uncle  Sturm  had  written  him 
several  times  and  had  told  him  that  Texas  was  the  Land  of  Promise,  and  that 
he  could  become  more  important  in  the  United  States  than  in  the  old  country 0 
Being  possessed  with  the  spirit  of  adventure  and  having  a  great  desire 
to  forge  ahead  in  life,  he  accepted  his  uncle's  invitation  and  came  to  the 
United  States 0  He  came  to  America  in  the  year  of  1872,  at  the  time  when 
Texas  had  just  been  re-annexed  to  the  United  States,-  right  after  the  ter¬ 
rible  period  of  reconstruction  or  post  Civil  War  daysc 

He  was  born  at  Hanover,  Germany,  March  16,  185>5o  His  father's  name  was 
Hermann  Franz  Sr.,,  and  his  mother's  maiden  name  was  Magareta  Sturm,  a  sister 
of  Carl  Go  Sturmc  His  older  brother,  Hermann  Franz  Jr„,  remained  in  Germany, 
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served  in  the  German  army,  and  later  became  married0  To  him  and  his  wife 
were  bom  two  sons;  Hermann  III,  and  Eric,  and  two  daughters;  Martha  and

Frieda,,  At  the  time"  of  this  writing,  Frieda  is  the  only  remaining  member 
of  the  entire  family,,  In  a  letter  which  I  received  from  her  October  16, 

1963?  she  wrote  that  she  was  still  living  in  the  original  home  of  her  father 
and  that  although  she  was  7U  years  of  age,  she  was  healthy  and  very  active c 
She  said  in  part,  "Although  I'm  old  in  years,  I  am  still  young  at  he art "G 
When  my  grandfather,  Louis  Franz,  landed  at  Galveston  during  the  Autumn 
of  1872,  he  immediately  set  out  on  foot  to  find  his  uncle,  Carl  G0  Sturm,  at 
Indus try ,  Texas 0  After  arriving  at  his  uncle’s  home  several  weeks  later,  he 
was  foot-sore,  exhausted,  and  fatigued  from  making  most  of  the  trip  on  footG 
He  needed  a  much  desired  rest  before  he  could  make  up  his  mind  as  to  what 
course  of  action  to  take  next0  Here  he  was  in  the  Land  of  Promise,  a  young 
fellow  who  had  been  well  trained  by  his  father  to  be  a  mason  and  a  carpenter 
However,  there  wasn't  much  demand  for  masons  and  carpenters  in  those  early 
pioneering  days  in  Texas 0  Most  people  were  still  building  their  homes  with 
rough  timber  and  logs ,  and  fences  and  walls  were  built  with  hand-split  rails 
So,  young  Louis  Franz  had  to  earn  a  living  by  working  at  odd  jobsc  He 
told  me  several  times  that  he  had  pictured  America  much  better  than  he  had 
found  it  to  be0  He  also  told  me  that  his  uncle  had  made  him  believe  that 
he  (Louis)  could  get  rich  quick  here  in  America,  but  that  he  was  sadly  dis¬ 
appointed  in  taking  his  uncle's  statement  so  seriously,,  The  job  at  which 
he  finally  earned  most  money  was  at  digging  and  drilling  wells  for  drinking 
water,,  Jokingly  he  described  his  first  wells  as  being  dug  so  crookedly  that 
it  was  often  difficult  to  see  the  bottom  of  them„  He  continued  saying  that 
the  people  were  very  happy  in  having  crooked  wells  so  long  as  they  could 
draw  an  ample  supply  of  water  from  them,.  Then  later  he  got  into  his  pro- 
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fession  of  masonry  and  carpentry0  Farming  was  too  strange  for  him  and  too 
difficult  for  him  to  follow0  However.,  gardening  was  one  of  his  hobbies „ 

Having  become  of  age  and  desiring  to  set  up  a  home  of  his  own.,  he  soon 
fell  in  love  with  a  young  damsel  by  the  name  of  Caroline  (Lena)  Stein,  dau¬ 
ghter  of  Diettrick  Stein,  who  lived  near  New  Ulm,  Texas 0  The  young  couple 
was  married  October  1,  1876,  and  made  their  home  on  a  farm  near  Caroline 8 s 
parents,  a  few  miles  northwest  of  New  Ulm,  where  they  lived  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives „  Young  Louis  and  his  wife  tried  to  farm,  but  he  found  himself 
unable  to  make  any  headways  in  agri culture 0  So,  he  took  on  more  and  more 
jobs  in  carpentry  and  in  that  way  he  could  barely  support  a  family 0 

To  them  were  born  three  sons  and  five  daughters?  Willie,  their  first¬ 
born  died  in  infancy*,  Then  followed  my  mother,  Anna,  who  was  bom  March  12, 
18?9 I  Helena  (Lena)  was  born  August  27 5  1881;  Elisa  (Ella)  was  born  October 
31,  1882;  William  (Bill)  was  born  October  27?  188£;  Bennie  (Ben)  was  born 
April  30,  1888;  Edna  was  bom  February  26,  1891?  and  Elsa  was  born  Septem¬ 
ber  30,  1893o 

My  mother,  Anna  Franz,  was  married  to  Emil  0o  Henniger,  my  father, 
February  6,  1900,  and  to  them  were  born  four  sons  and  three  daughters; 
namely,  Monroe ,  who  was  bom  March  23,  1901;  Lilly?  who  was  bom  January  6, 
19033  Viola  was  bom  December  10,  190U;  Alice  was  born  June  1?

During  the  last  years  of  his  life  he  built  many  buildings 
in  Bellville*  Texas*  and  in  near-by  Ganey  Bottom  farm,  lands  «,  Many  people  knew 
him  as  being  the  "Economical  Builder"*  because  he  would  manage  to  build  or  re¬ 
build  houses  out  of  lumber  salvaged  from  the  ones  he  tore  down.  If  a  piece  of 
lumber  wasn®t  long  enough  he  would  always  find  a  way  to  patch  it  in  such  a  way 
that  the  union  wasn*t  noticeable.

I  read  your  letter  yesterday  evening  after  we  came  back  from  Willenberg„ 

We  were  in  the  Castle  Church  where  Luther  nailed  his  95  theses.  From  there  we 
went  to  the  Luther  House  where  Luther  once  lived.  Nothing  but  antiques  were  to 
be  seen  there.  Then  we  went  to  the  shooting  gallery;  I  never  saw  the  like  before. 
At  10  o'clock  we  were  at  the  train  depot.  We  are  on  the  GO  every  day.  I  will  be 
able  to  relate  a  great  deal  when  I  return  home.  I  feel  a  lot  better  here,  because 
I  have  no  worries.  My  stomach  is  a  great  de-,1  better.  1  am  able  to  eat  and  drink 
everything  I  desire.  Last  Saturday  we  were  in  Goethen  where  we  spoke  to  many  of 
my  relatives  on  ray  mother's  side  of  the  family.  They  all  welcomed  me,  more  than 
the  American  relatives  would  do.  I  received  letters  from  Willie  and  Bennie  some 
time  ago.  I  arrived  here  July  19th;  we  traveled  17  days;  each  day  about  300  miles 
it  is  5236  miles  from  Galveston  to  Bremen.  No  one  was  sea  sick  on  the  way  over 
here.  I  am  planning  to  leave  here  August  23 0  Sofar  I  haven't  been  homesick.  One 
Sunday  we  were  in  Thiesen,  where  my  mother  was  born;  everything  there  certainly 
changed.  I  meet  and  speak  with  many  of  my  schoolmates .  It  is  real  cool  here,  have 
had  a  cold  several  times.  I  have  had  many  a  glass  of  beer  and  the  like,  and  I  get 
Big  glasses  of  beer.  All  that  I  eat  tastes  a  lot  better  here*  We  also  looked  up 
Moebis's  brother.  He  promised  to  see  me  before  I  leave  and  wants  to  send  some¬ 
thing  along  with  me  for  his  brother.  I  hope  that  this  letter  will  find  you  in 
good  health.  All  of  my  relatives  send  you  greetings,  and  special  greetings  from 
your  father  and  father-in-law  and  grandfather.
